】 CRIME AND PUNISHMENT. . …Sure there is no crime in China” T 
often heard.“Everyone's shot on the spot for any small infraction.”The 
general impression of Americans is that there is no such thing as a“fair” 
trial in a Communist country like China. 

TI often wondered how true these statements were. While we were in 
China, [constantly looked tor criminal elements or police enforcement in 
the streets. Except for a few traffic directors, we never saw any. 

On one of our long train rides, I finally approached the subject with one 
汶 of our tour guides. He was more than anxious to patiently explain the 
， criminal policy of China today. 

Accordingto his explanations, an investigation is conducted prior to any 
arrest. If the investigation shows no cause, there is no arrest. Only after 
evidence pointing to a person's guilt is found is an arrest made. 
From there the accused appears before the courts for Sentencing. The 
jury consists of community committee members. There is no set number of 
jurors. The lowest court is at the district level. If unsatisfied with the sen- 
tence, the defendant can appeal to the next higher court at the provincial 
level and then to the highest court, the Supreme People's Court in Peking. 
Ethe crime is considered small, the defendant is sentenced to Political 
education in the prisons. If the crime is considered big，the sentence is 
党 Jusualty hard labor along with political education. Capital punishment is 
only assigned to spies and murderers. 

Motives as well as Bast history of other offenses are taken into consi- 

deration. The head criminals must be killed, but the followers can be re-

“What are you doing， Wo 
Fat2”asked a very persistent， 
blond-haired young boy as he 
gazed up in admiration at actor 
Khigh Dhiegh (rhymes with “tai 
chi ), who was being interviewed 
in front of the Wing Hop food 
store on Grant Avenue in San 
Erancisco Chinatown . 

The boy was using any excuse， 
including an autograph for his 
mother，who allegedly is Wo 
Fat's greatest fan, to get close to 
the actor who portrayed the pop- 
ular Chinese villain on TV's 
“Hawaii Five-O.” 

Dhiegh，robust and a young- 
looking 64，is _ currently playing 
thetitlerole in “Khan!” an hour- 
long，CBS-TV detective series 
debuting this Friday .night，8 
p.m.，locally on Channel 5. The 
TV crew was hustling around 
Chinatown last week shooting 
]ocation Shots for episodes 4-6. 

CURIO 

According to Dhiegh, 人 Khan is a 
“product of Chinese American 
culture，born in this country and 
formerly associated with the fa- 
mous Interpol detective service. 
Khan jlives _ above the Canton 
Bazaar curio shop in an exqui- 
Sitely furnished apartment on 
Grant Avenue and solves crimes 
with the assistance of his highly 
educated Chinese American Son 
and daughter. 

The series2wjl:be: given a 13- 
week tryout and if it clicks in the 
ratings, it will be back as a regu- 
jar show in the fal]. 

Not all of Khan's problems will 
be initiated by San' Francisco'"s 
criminal element. About 20 per- 
sons from Chinese American 
groups met with a CBS vice presi- 
dent last week at 开 PIX-TV to 
express_ their vehement opposi- 
tion to the show and the way it is 
being produced. 

MEETING 

Meeting with vice president of 
program Practices，J.， Norman 
Nelson were groups ranging from 
the Chinese Media Committee to 
Chinatown's Self-Help for the 
Elderly， KPIX-TV executives 
Were present. 

Nelson showed a 15-minute 
demonstration film that he admit- 
ted was not representative of the 
Series. It was bits and pieces of 
Several episodes，and there was 
Fo certitude that any of the clips 
Would survive the final cut. The 
series is still evolving, he said. 

Nelson，an in-house CBS cen- 
SOT, Was not able to answer many 
ofthe specific questions posed by 
the Chinese”present.， He de- 
scribed the function of his 40- 
imember department as making a 
"conscious effort not to put on 
offensive material” on the tube. 
Several of those present le 化 no 
doubt that they considered 
“Khan ”offensive and a prime 
candidate for cancellation . 

PLUSH 

Criticism was expressed re- 
garding the “deliberate way of 
sbeaking”of the title characteT 
and the unusually plush apart- 
ment residence on Grant Avenue. 
(The interiors are shot on an 工 .A. 
sound stage)， 

It was pointed out that there is 
no mother portrayed in the Show 
and the two children are not typi- 
cal of Grant Avenue Chinese,

The CBS v-p was told that there 
were too few contacts with local 
Chinese Americans，and the 
group pressed for more Asian 
writers and for the employment 


of local Asian American perform- 


ers and technicians.， When Nel- 
Son reported that the Script con- 
sultant was a Midwestern profes- 
SOr and Scholar，Ch'au-Li Chi， 
several people mentioned that 
“Khan!” needed a Cantonese- 
speaking consultant familiar with 
the ljocal community. 

The uncertain relationship of 
Khan to his kwo Chinese Ameri- 
can children was also cited. Re- 
ferringtothe multi-racial Dhiegh， 
Kathy Chin，wife of playwright 
Frank Chin，asked，”“Are they 
adopted or what2?” 

INSULTED 

Clinical psychologist Ben Ton 
bluntly told Nelson,， “LIm insult- 
ed. Ifind the series repugnant 
and humiliating.”Russ Lowe of 
the Media Committee said his 
sroup might demand a CBS dis- 
claimer be appended each week 
apologizing for possible slurs 
against the Chinese American 
community-. 

Nelson indicated that new CBS 
policies would play down YVio- 
lence，especially in the early 
viewing hours. He asked for 
members of the organiZationSs 
present torcommunicate their ob= 
jections to“Khan!”producers. 

When contacted by East/West， 
Dhiegh showed an interest in 
being interviewed by a China- 
town community paper. He even 
sent a_ member of the TV fm 
crew to the newspaper oftice to 


indicate his availability for inter- 
ViewWS. 

”This interview was conducted 
intermittently，with interruptions 
caused by location flming on 
Grant Avenue, in front of Central 
police station and in the Wing 
Hop food store where Dhiegh 
filmed a scene with actor Victor 
Sen Young. Several times Dhiegh 
would be bothered by a particu- 
larly_ challenging question and 
yet have to shoot a scene before 
answering the question. After 
completing the scene he would 
walk quickly back to the inter- 


viewer and pick up his train of 
thought precisely where he left 让. 

A believer in the quajity of pa- 
tience, Dhiegh had ample oppor- 
tunity to _ practice what he 
preaches on the streets of China- 
town. He showed remarkable for- 
bearance toward camera-toting 
tourists who sought snapshots 
and autographs with equal impu- 
nity . 

Dhiegh feels criticism of 
“Khan!” is premature，“The 
time to protest is when' someone 
steps on your toe,， he says with a 
characteristic bit of analogous 
reasoning. “[I don' know about 
the series myself yet and what 
exactly 过 will be， There are 
things that I have in mind (to 
change).”S$oft-Spoken，a reason- 
ing man who sees himself as a 
blend of Eastern and Western 
philosophies，Dhiegh insists that 
his power to effect change in the 
Scripts will be drastically en- 
hanced if the show is picked up 
by CBS in the fall. 

RAISE HELL 

Tm not really interested un- 
less_the show gets going， he 
volunteered.“I could_ raise hell. 
but what good would it do now2” 
Dhiegh says the producers milght 
blame a low rating for the show 
on his raising objections，But 
should the show. be established 
as a _ commercial property，he 
would be ,able to fight for im- 
prOvements and better Scripts. 

A comment that what the Chi- 
nese community qid not need was 
another wise detective like Char- 
lie Chan caused Dhiegh to almost 
lose _ his characteristic aplomb. 
“What is the matter with wis- 
dom2”he asked- rhetorically be- 
fore outlining a Socratic defense 
of that quality. Dhiegh feels 
Khan will be imbued with human 
qualities that litt him above a 
stereotyped role. 

Author oftwo books on I-Ching， 
the Book of Changes，Dhiegh 
calls himself Asian-Afro-Euro- 
pean. Hollywood columnist Mari- 
lyn Beck quotes him as saying his 
mother was Spanish， 卫 Egyptian 
and Chinese and his father was 
Italian，Portuguese and Indian 
Dhiegh seems to take special 
pride in his mixed lineage. In a 
comment to East/West he said 
he often feels uncomfortable in 


the presence of a grOup of entire- 
ly one race of peopjle. 
CHIN 

Dhiegh calls playwright Frank 
Chin ( Chickencoop Chinaman，” 
“Gee Pop”) his “active OPppo- 
nent, although Im not his. We' ve 
never met.” He is aware 0 
Chin's criticism of Dhiegh's play- 
ing Asiamroles such as han and| 
Judge Dee in arecent ABC movik 
made forTV . 

“Does that mean he must not 
write about characters other than 
Chinese?”he asks. “Let's take 
the ultimate logical conclusion to 
an absurdity.， You should use 
each individual for what they can 
contribute.” 

Dhiegh wishes Chin would split 
himself 50-50，maintaining his 
anger in one half while contribut- 
ing Scripts to “Khan! ”with his 
other half to make the show 
better. Dhiegh wants the series 
to eventually touch upon China- 
town community 1SSues. 

HANDOUT 

He feels _ that the question 
“和 What'sthe show going to do for 
the community2” sounds like the 
community is looking for a hand- 
out. Instead he wants the com- 
munity to use the series to exploit 
those Social issues that are ex- 
ploitable. Dhiegh，who promlses 
he will move to Chinatowzm if the 
Series sells，wWill fight for more 
Asian writers _ and consultants， 
but he advises patience for 
Asians who want to get the top 
roles and technical jobs. He clted 
the necessity to cast experienced 
actors in the major roles, but said 
that in San 上 rancisco， extrasS， 
additional crew and his Own 
stand-in were hired locally. 

“BEgo is not important to me， 
he says. Dhiegh has insisted that 
his name not appear anywhere in 
the credits of “Khan1!” 

Adirector of a Taoist sanctuary 
in Los Angeles and a long-time 
reader of the Peking Review and 
China Reconstructs， Dhiegh 
feels the series can be a positive 
force in the _ community 这 the 
show is given a chance. But com- 
munity groups have indicated 
that they are unhappy with th 
show now and don't want to wait 
for future possibilities. The pa- 
tience of Mr. han will surely be 
tested，

方 国 洗 was elected president 

of the board of directors of Chi- 
nese Hosbital, The Chinese com- 
munity has long felt that the 
Droblems of the hospital required 
the conciliatory talent and ex=- 
bertise of a man like Fong. 

There was much turmoil last 
year among the board of direc- 
tors，and unfortunately for the 
Chinese community，even law- 
suits..The 15 members of the 
Doardq formed two factions of 
almost equal Strength，neither 
one giving in or backing down， 
causing a deadlock. For anyone 
to break the deadlock，he would 
need the approval of both sides. 
Since Fong was elected by 14 
votes，he obviously has that ap- 
DToval. 

BUSY 

The president of the Chinese 

Chamber of Commerce，Fong 1s 
also the chairman of the commer- 
"ial section of the Bank of the Ori- 
mt，on top of having his own 
ompany at Grant and Washing- 
on streets， He is already busy 
nough，and adding on being 
bresident of the Chinese Hospital 
will take up all of bis remaining 
spare time. It is not a job he 
sOught，but he says that he will 
doO his very best under the cir- 
cunmstances，When interviewed 
atter being elected,， he modestly 
told this reporter， ”It is a_ great 
honor to take on the responsibili- 
ties of the Chinese Hospital and 
although there are many capable 
people in the_ community，I was 
elected by everyone. I have not 
burned my bridsges behind me 
but will go forward with the hos- 
Dital.” 

The inaugural ceremony for the 
new board officers was held at 
the KEar 上 East Cafe at 1 p.m，on 
January 30. It was crowded with 
the representatives of Chinatown 
associations. According to Fred 
Gee，manager of the hospital， 
this was dulite unusual. 

At the ceremony，Fong sala 
that the hospital currently faces 
three problems: the construction 
ofanew outpatient clinic，unioni- 
xation of employees,， and the de- 
arease of hospital occupancy. In 
he short Speech during the cere- 
mony he did not attempt to dis- 
“uss any solutions to these prob- 
iemSs， 

His idqeas on these problems 
becamae the main thrust of our 
interview. 

He smiled，and said,，”“I have 
not yet thoroughly thought about 
these three problems, and do not 
have any plans; 工 have only been 
elected fortwo days. Naturally, 让 
Itold you that I do already have 
some great plans，you would 
think that TI had ambitiously 
sought this job, and wanted only 
to become president of the hospi- 
tl 

FEong used this quiet manner:to 
sketch a Vague outline of the fac- 
tual Situation, and atterapause, 
pursued him for further opinions. 

Fong believes that no one 0p- 
poses the construction of the neW 
outpatient -clinic，and that 这 
everyone pitches in，it will soon 
be completed. The new board w 计

As for increasing the income of 
the hospital，Fong believes the 
best method is to concentrate on 
developing resources and reduc- 
ing Waste. The rate of occupancy 
at the hospital last year was not 
ideal，he quietly said，not mean- 
ing that more people should get 
Sick，but since Chinatown is the 
most densely populated part of 
the city，one would expect more 
people to choose Chinese 百 ospi- 
Lal first， At the same time，the 
maternity ward's_ facilities are 
excellent，yet last year they had 
Onlya20percent occupancy rate. 

As for economizing，he Sald 
that we have to first carefully 
examine all of the hospital's ex- 
penses，and_ where Savings Can 
be made, they should be.
